the tiret paper of the evening was 
read by W, Duncan, on the "Life in a 
Hudson Bay Factory." and dealt with 
the evacn aod inexorable difficulties 
faced br the hardy pioneers of the H. 
B.C. A- P. Jackson road the next 
paper on "The Hudson Bay route to 
England." The writer drew an al- 
luring picture of the great future 
Western flans ds. lib at would linger on 
the opening of the Hudeon Bay route. 
Life in a Hudson Bay Factiry. 
By way of getroducmg the subject, 
a few historical facta of the Hudson 
Bay Company, might be of use. 

The Hudson Bay Company was 
formed by earn* Sngllsh. merchants, 
who obtained a charter from King 
Charte» of Bfcgiaad. on May 3, 1«T0. 

They were given complete control 
aad ©wnersbtp. over all the area that 
drained Into the Bndaon Bay. They 
administered both criminal end civil 
law. according to the English codée, 
but often sent the accused over to 
Bnglaad to be dried there. They also 
continued the more meat of znftUa-ry 
tarées within toe) area. 

The agents of this company seam to 
have been well chosen, and generally, 
proved to be reiMtte men. 

The Hudson Say was vtrtaaly a nsu- 
oleus in the formation of this large 
company. Borta and factories were 
first est up at the mouth at the largest 
streams flowing Into Hudson Bay. 
Then aa aha trade of the company lu- 
torts and factories 
inland, either at the 
Junction et she two rivers, or near 
some tribe of Indiana, eo as to encour- 
age trade. Tata the water vssys of -ehe 
Northera area, were dotted with these 
tort*, Thus the great Haokonste water 
ay* team came to represent a chain of 
these forts, situated generally at the 
mouths of the largest tribularles. 

These forte end factories were at 
Brat rather primitive and email, hot 
graduas! y Increased in size and com- 
fort, until they became a close rival 
to a small town. One outstanding 
feature about Sheee outposts of civili- 
sation, was that they were practically 
seU-euftlelag. With the exception of 
what they received from England in 
the month of August of each year, they 
were compelled to rely upon their skill 
as boaters, to provide subsistence for 
the remainder of the year. 

Now let us consider one of the largest 
of these factories. It consisted of a 
number of wooden buildings, enclosed 
by a pallleide. Thus it was partly a 
fort and partly a village. In the cen- 
tre of a spacious square, one would 
find a large building. In the centre 
of this building was a room of 60 feet 
long by 80 feet wide, decorated with 
paintings and portrait» of leaders of 
the company. The clerJw, agents and 
Interpreters took their meals in the 
room. The back part of this building 
was need as a kitchen and sleeping 
apartments for the dome* ties. On each 
elde of this building «here was another 
building of equal else, which were divi- 
ded lengthwise by a corridor and con- 
tained 12 sleeping rooms In each. One 
was used by the directors, and the 
other by the clerks. On the other sldo 
of the fort, one would find a large 
building In which Cure were examined 
and put up In tight bales by mean* of 
a press. Then next to- it came the 
lodges of the guides, then a store- 
house for the fare, and then the pow- 
der magazine. This tost building was 
made of stone and roofed with tin. It 
was constructed so as to- fee used as aj 
point of observation aa well. 
Then on tho opposite side of the fort,,

Hlcluon on "The Rational Attitude and 
Its Critics." 

After the prVatdent called tho meet- 
ing to order he naked the minutes to 
bo read and which were duly adopted. 
The president next lutroduccd th* 
speaker of tho evening, Dr. Hlckson, 
whose frank and clear views of the 
different questions of the day are al- 
ways highly appreciated by the so- 
ciety. 

The speaker began by saying that 
all men pride themselves with a cer- 
tain amount of reason and undoubtedly 
they possess some, but the trouble Is 
that there la a deficiency in the em- 
ployment of reason in ail fields. Tin. 
instincts and the motions of man guid'; 
many of his actions. 

The position of rattonaHsm is that 
it will net accept theories or doctrines 
ss sure by the mere reference to au- 
thority. It wnl not accept anything 
as true that cannot tolerate or bear 
the scrutiny of scientific examine- 
tlon. Philosophy along with many 
other branches of thought has ac- 
cepted too many things for granted 
when it should have used more of. 
scientific reaeoateg and thai would 
have made greater progress. 

The rationalistic man wants to dare 
to know clearly and act accordingly. 

The people of the province of ue- 
bec of toe prese n t day are more to 
blamed tor their prejudiced irrational 
points of views than the people liv- 
ing m the dark ages, for at least now- 
adays, the people are exposed to the 
enlightening literature which is so pre- 
valent at the present day, 

A better earth instead of a better 
heaven is what Is now demanded by 
the masses. It la not knowledge that 
brings about social unrest that Is see- 
thing In the world. It Is orass Ig- 
norance, ignorance that the churoh has 
propagated during the last 1,900 years.

FORMER HUN VESSEL SAILS 
UNDER UNION JACK. 

For the first time under the British 
flag and carrying tho colors of tho 
Cunard line, the former German pas- 
senger steamship Kalserln AuguBta 
Victoria steamed for Southampton, via 
Plymouth and Chorbourg, with nearly 
eight hundred passengers. 

Under the Inter-allied flag she car- 
ried American troops from Brest to 
New York following tho signing of the 
armistice, having been temporarily 
loaned to the United States by the 
Paris Council. Upon being returned 
to tho control of the British Admiralty 
tho steamship was allocated to the 
Cunard Line, which will keep her in 
hte New York-8outhampton service. 

Tho work of reconditioning the big 
ship has been going on for two weeks, 
with day and night shifts of workers. 
Only first clasu and third clasi; pas- 
ser>?ers could be faucn, as her sa «on.! 
nluBs accommodations havo not yet 
been restored. / 

There were 260 saloon passengei'3 on 
board and 530 third class passengers. 
Captain W. R. D. Irvine, one of the 
brut known commanders of tho Cunard 
fleet, is in command of the Jvaisorln 
Augusta Victoria, 

All the German decorations, includ- 
ing several typical German paintings, 
remain on tho Kaiserin and will not 
be roraored until the vessel goes into 
the shipyard for a complete overhaul- 
ing. It is quite likely that her name, 
also, will bo changed. 

Among* the saloon passengers on the 
vessel was Lord Leverhulme, tho large 
employer of British labor who favors 
the six hour work day. 

"I found my Idea well liked here 
during my t^yo months' stay," he said. 
"Especially when it did not call- for a 
greater cost for production but tended 
to a lowering of cost but not of wages. 
It means a sweating of tho machine. 
Doing ail work by machines that is 
possible and lessening tho toll of the 
laborer, but by no means making him 
lazy." 

Major General Sir Hugh McCalmont, 
K.C.B., C.V.O.. one of the Vice Chair- 
men of the Irish Unionist Alliance, re- 
turned homo after a visit to Bermuda. 
The General Bald he was against the 
Sinn Fein movement in Ireland. 

Froderich H. Prince, a Boston bank- 
er, went away - with Mrs. Prince to 
close up the affairs of the Massachu- 
setts Soldiers' Information Bureau, 
which he conducted in France during 
the war for Governor Coolldge.

'REASON' WAS DISCUSSED 
BY P ROF. H1CK S0N 

(Continuel from Pago One.) 

Tho church does not. understand -tho 
great demands thnt arr necessary for 
the betterment of the «octal organisa- 
tions. What's more, tho church .ias 
ajwaya retarded progress. Reason, the 
intellect alone has brought about tho 
great changes In the social conditions. 
By means of Inventions and sclcntifio 
research, man's terrestrial exlstenco 
has been made more cheerful and hap- 
pier. 

God, who Is said to bn almighty and 
all-provldent was unable to help his 
beloved son Solomon to bring water to 
Jerusalem — but the Ingcnlus English 
engineers were able to bring water 
the.ro within a comparatively short 
time. 

Kant, the great German philosopher, 
who foretold In the lSth century of 
the existence of the league of nations 
emphasized tho Importance of first do- 
ing away with as much as possible 
with the respective religions prejudice 
of the various countries, hut that rea- 
son Independent of sentiment and emo- 
tions should guide the nations in their 
international dealings. While the 
church has discouraged Inventions, 
science, and the product of reason has 
brought about the facilitated means of 
travelling and of nations coming more 
In contact and understanding each 
other. 

Note the dogmatism and intolerance 
of religion. Luther wlsheôV to burn 
peasants who disagreed with his views. 
The Religious Reform which took place 
shows that religion needed to be re- 
formed and that It was never perfect. 
The church Is the creation of human 
affairs, It Is absolutely wrong to as- 
sume unknown causes when tho causes 
wo know are known Tosults. 

Tho will to bellevo must bo balanced 
by tho will to doubt there must be 
no credulity If man wants to be ra- 
tionalistic 

"One cannot judge truthfully If one 
constantly worrlCB about tho outcome 
of one aoul," says Martineau. 

Science does not Ignore or desires to 
eliminate tho factor of emotion from 
human life, tt merely tries to obliterate 
the acknowledgement of the superna- 
tural. 'For instincts can be termed 
sympathy and pity aro not virtue* 
thoy aro explained by. the Instincts of 
man. 

iPeople who live in an atmosphere of 
delusion cannot be respcoted, because 
intellectual dishonesty iwlU result. Dr. 
Hixon told of the incident of a woman 
who upon hearing of two men who 
were struggling In tho waves of the 
ocean trying to rescue another man, 
cried, "Oh, I wlslt to God theao men 
drown, for otherwise their existence of 
God wIU be denied." 

■Man can live without idols and de- 
lusions by the pursuit of tho iwell- 
bnscd rational Ideas , Ideals leading to 
progress. 

Christian cthlos, do they contain suf. 
flclent guide for tho present everyday 
practical affairs. Thoy wore taught 
under different circumstances, thon the 
prevalent Ideas wcro that forvcstual 
life was merely transformlty and that 
enrthly things are «oon to pass away? 
The ethics and morals of that day can- 
not be applied to the present day. 'They 
.are inefficient to cope with tho'task. 
Reason alone has brought about tho 
great nmoloriatlon of man's position In 
the world. Although the old motto still 
exists and Is valid: Trust In God and 
Keep Your Powder Dry," and you'll 
wish there Is more Importance attnoh- 
ed to the present day to keeping tho 
powder dry. 

Man must redeem himself from tho 
ovfls which he hlmseir created during 
hie times of ignorance. 

Judging from tho remarks of various 
speakers, there arc no real arguments 
that could bo offered on behalf of those 
who dlscuurago tho Importance of 
scionce and Its work in the uplift of 
society. 

Dr. HIckson In answering some of 
the objections raised by tho speakers, 
emphasized the fact that his paper was 
not a travesty on Christianity, but that 
whaU ho wanted to show wa.i that 
Christian doctrines formulated 1,910 
yoarc ago are Inadequate to cope with 
tho present practical every day af- 
fairs.

Tait and seconded by Mr. Smith, ex- 
presilng the sincere appreciation of 
the society or the ex'^t'ont papor of- 
fered. The meeting then adjourned

Life is but a mingling of tears and 
laughter. Tho one is known only by 
the existence of the other. For, as 
Physics distinguishes cold as the op/ 
posito of heat, so hunmantty separates 
sorrow from gayoty. And gayety and 
iaughter are forms of humour. 

Humour, then, is tho national ex- 
pression of happiness and content- 
ment. It may bo donotod verbally, 
facially, or actively; but, whatever 
tho manner, it always points out a 
levity of temper and of disposition. 

It may be divided roughly Into three 
parts: Satiric, Descriptive and Simple 
Humour. . . . Satire humour deals 
with constructive critiques on celebri- 
ties, etc. It alms to portray, humour- 
ously, the Illustrated personages of the 
day. . . . Descriptive hu^mour is 
more or less local. It tends to de- 
scribe mismanagements without hurt- 
ing the feelings of wrong-doers. It 
tbUB suggests improvements harmless- 
ly and delicately. . . . Simple hu- 
hour deals with humour, puro and 
slmplo. It Includes aUo incidental 
fun and humour by play of words, or 
"word-warfare." It aims to show tho 
lighter side of life, and to amuse. 
This variety is fully Illustrated in the 
less serious works of Shakospoaro, 
Dickens and Clemens. This form is 
also the most common and the most 
enjoyable. 

Many of H are apt to rcgani Simple 
humour as flights of fancy, more or 
less,— as little nothings composed 
often examinations, when the mind is 
weary with cosines and ablative ab- 
solutes. In fact, It is easier to com- 
pile an encyclopedia than to compose 
a book of humour; the former Is 
merely a matter of collection and ar- 
rangement, the latter 1b a matter of 
writing from one's own store of know-

FEARIES LIFE IN 

T HE EMERA LD ISLE 

Primitive people do not observe, ob- 
servation Is learned In school. This 
was one of the reasons given by "Wil- 
liam Butler Yoals, for the belief In 
fairies which ovory Irishman has In 
his heart. Mr. Yeats was the speaker 
at the lecture arranged under the aps- 
pioes of the Women's - Directory and 
given In Windsor Hall last night. 

The Irish peasants always sec fairies. 
They aro always Just tlio size of or- 
dinary people. Their horses have 
flowers decorating their heads and be 
believed that some day It would bo 
found that the ancient peoplo of Ireland 
ha. i decked their horses In this manner. 
Peasants never Invent, said the speak- 
er, and he told of the vision of tho 
woman who - had soon Macvo, whoso 
costume must have been that worn by 
the people over a thousand years ago. 

Poem of Idealism. 

He told bis audience that he did not 
want them to try to discover tho 
meaning of his poem, "The Happy 
Townland." A Dufclln newspaper had 
offorod a prize for tho boat interpre- 
tation and the explanation that It was 
a volume of Tennyson's poems. Mr. 
Yeats explained it hlmsclr. Ho. said 
that from ono standpoint idealism Was 
tho "world's banc" und the root of 
spiritual turmoil. For this reason tho 
words arc placed on tho Hps of a pagan 
so that the point was that tho fish had 
(labrlel not that Gabriel bad a fish tall. 

Ills poem, the "Isle of Inlsfrce" bo 
read. This poem, he said, bad been 
unknown for ten }«ears, and then be- 
came so well known that It seemed 
the only one by which people knew 
him, which was rathur annoying. 

Deprecates Politics. 

Mr. Yeats has a pussion for his 
native heath and in his poem. "Into the 
TwIlighL" ho has put more of this, 
than In any other of his writings. Ho 
depreciated polities. Ho found, he said, 
that they emblttorod the soul and led 
men to being estranged over Immater- 
ial matters. Men In politics cease to 
look nl human beings as human beings. 

Mr. Yeats read from manuscript a 
poem which ho had written on tho 
death of a friend In tho war. This waa 
a very lovely bit of verse. Following" 
this he read "Rod Hanrahan's Song 
About Ireland," and others. It was a 
serious moment, ho said, when a poet 
begins to find himself becoming rc- 
fleotlve. It waa a sign of old age. 

Mr. Yeats chantod his songs rather 
than read them. Thl:;, ho contended,

MEDICAL SOCIETY 
HOLDS GOOD MEET 



Dr. Minijie Presents Paper 
On "Neisser Infection." 



Tho fourth regular meotlng ot the 
Alpha. Omega Alpha Honorary Medical 
Society Wïis held last night at the New 
Modlcal "Building. Tho chief Item of 
business being thri presentation of a 
papor by Dr. Mingle on "The Value of 
Serological Diagnosis in Neisser Infec- 
tion." Dr. Mingle reviewed tho litera- 
ture on the subject to date and Who In- 
creased number of positlvo results olj- 
talncd by tho nower method of using a 
polyvalent strain. ' Tho society was 
particularly Indebted to tho remarks 
made by Dr. Hunter, who has Juat re- 
turned from England, whoro he has 
dono extensive work on tho subject, 
among tho soldiers Infected, Ho par- 
ticularly pointed out that In bis sorios, 
over 30 por cont. positlvo results were 
obtained. Ho considered that eihortly 
tho reaction will bo na useful It not 
more than reliable than tho AVasser- 
mann ceactlon. Dr. Hunter was able 
to quote oases whoro tho reaction, bo- 
camo positive within tho first fourteen 
days after exposure In an antorlor 
wrethsltls, from all accounts .a pri- 
mai y Infection, and found that It re- 
iimlne'l posaltlve in tho acttlu Infection 
for a longer period than the recognized 
eight weeks. Ho urged tJhat the mem- 
bers preseut do more work alu.uif these 
linos and there can 'be no doubt that 
the mooting will act us u stimulant to 
work 4n tho hospitals, especially In 
cases of a complicating peritonitis in 
an exlntlag salpingitis, whoro tho fail- 
ure of aa Increase In the quantltltatlvc 
reaction will go to provo tho presence 
of a secondary Infection rather tha* 
an actual Nelssos exuolrbatlon. Ho 
considered tho present stock vaccines 
of little use, but TVOs moro optimistic 
regarding tho results of Tthompson'a 
vaccine. 

Much dlscustiiou was provoked by 
Iho above addresses and the Socloty 
expects at a recent meeting to have 
I lie results of such work as will be 
done on the value of tho serological 
test In Nclsscr disease. 

Tho subject for next meeting, will be 
the Pathology of Kncephabllls Letha.r- 
gica, by Dr. Derrick.

Behind these came another row 0 
building», consisting of an office 
country house, ..- store, mid last but not 
least, the "lock-up," known lo them as 
"Pot au beurre" Farther back w<rc 
found the workshops of ihe carpenters 
tinsmiths, b'.acks'mlths and then spa- 
e'.ous '■'net 1 - for sheltering the canooft 
repairing the old ones and construct- 
ing new ones. 

Veai' the gate of the fort were the 
dwulllhga of tho mirgeon and resident 
clerk. Over the fra.te a guard house 
was to ha found. Thus, although they 
lived In constant contact with each 
other, the social stroflcatlons were ri 
gidly ad herd to. 

Now let us consider a few of tho 
largest forts and factories. On a pen- 
insula at the mouth of the Churchill 
River, the Prince of Wales Fort was 
situated. It consisted of 11 store build 
ins with 4J canoes, ranging from 6 to 
24 pounders. The staff consisted of .1 
leader called a "factor" and 67 ser- 
vants and tradesmen. They shipped 
annually to Great Britain from 10 to 
10,000 beaver skins, goose fcatihers, 
some train oil and whale bone. Then 
nexl In Importance was the York fac- 
tory, which was situated on the Hages 
River, throe mile.» from Its mouth. II 
had a fort of wooden loge, having (our 
fast ions, with sheds between, and a 
hreast work with twelve'small carriage 
guns. On the banks edge before the 
fort was a haJf-moon battery with IS 
nine pounders. This factory shipped 
annually from T to 3.300 heaver *kln* 
and a small quantity of white whale 
oil. .•'"'' 

Then came the Moose factory situ- 
ated on the '.Moose River. It was well 
built, and had 25 mon a.s well as a 
factory and officers. 

All of these factories were under one 
discipline, and eaoh factor received a 
commission to not for" the benefit of 
the company. Within each factory 
was to be found a Counoll, Invested 
with discretionary powers. The Coun- 
cil confllsted of. chief factor, second 
factor, surgeon, sloop and brig masters 
and the captain of the compa.ny's ship 
when in port. 

Other inmates of the factory were, 
accountant, trader, steward, armourer, 
shlp-wrighl, carpenter, cooper, black- 
Hmlfh, mason, tailor and labourers. 
Tbeso were not allowed to trade with 
the natives. Social distinctions were 
maintained at the meal hours; the 
Council sat at one table while the ser- 
vants -wire seated at a eaparat* one. .

A larfic bell wax used to call men to 
and from duty. Tho working day con- 
sisted of 11 hours tn the summer (6 
a.m. to 6 p.m. 1 and 8 hours in the win- 
ter. (8 11.111. In t p.m.) A constant watch 
had to be maintained, nut It t.- varied, 
according to the time of the year. In 
winter, when there was less danser of 
an attack, only two me wire put on 
guard duty at the inao time, but in 
summer, this was increased to three. 
In case of an emergency, the trades- 
men were obliged 10 work at anything. 
The shooting of partridges proved to 
bo the most popular imstlmo, 

The company signed a contract with 
tho men' for not wore than a five year 
period, and was more often a three 
year period. The company could re- 
call the men to lOngland at any time, 
without satisfaction tor Iho remainder 
of the specified period of time. The 
contract could be renewed if the ser- 
vants or labourers were willlm;. Their 
pay was increased by 10 shillings iC 
their conduct and services Of the first | 
term proved satisfactory.

the land and sea officers and trades- 
men does not vary, but that of the sea- 
men Is raised in time of war. 

The ship brlnRinc provisions fmni 
England usually arrived in August or 
early .September and sailed again in 
ten day.). Thus as the shipping season 
was so thort, owing to cllmaitic condi- 
tions, there was only one opportunity 
In ea^'ii year to lay in a stock of pro- 
visions or to send their furs home, or 
to take a trip home themselves. Thus 
ihey were practically exiled from rhelr 
native land. 

The summer proved to be the busy 
season for the traffic on Hudson Bay. 
As soon as the rivers îiccame free from 
Ice. the men who were stationed at the 
numerous smaller forts, which were to 
be found on all Iho main waterways, 
would bring in the spoils of the pre- 
vIoub wln'ttr. The Indian tribes worn 
accustomed to take their furs to the 
nearest fort, and trade them for such 
articles as powder, shot, hatchets, 
betid.-, clothing, tobacco, kettles, etc. 
Then those mon who were In eliorge of 
the forts, would bring t)he furs down 
to Hudson Bay by means of Uie many 
water ways, owing to the lack of roads 
and better menns of transportation. 
Thus »ue.h rivers as tho Nelson and 
Churchill have often witnessed these 
sturdy virile travellers of this "Un- 
known land," bringing in their yearly 
harvest. 

Once they reached the Bay. their 
stock was tnkon and stored away to 
await the arrival of the ship in Au- 
gust. Then they had to fight their 
own way back to their stations again, 
to start gathering another supply of 
furs. Only those who have travelled 
these turbulent streams of the North 
k«ow th p dangers and obstacles that 
these men were compelled to face. 

The steamers of the Hudson Hay 
Company have always been hampered 
by the floe Ice between Boffins Land 
and Greenland, which moves south 
during late spring or early summer. 
Thus it is usually towards the end of 
duly, before these steamers are able 
to teach the forts on the Bay, al- 
though the Bay is always clear of Ico 
before then. And then follows the 
busy season on the Bay — the cargoes 
have to bo unloaded, and the. furs put 
on board. This Is the greatest event 
of the year and the event la always 
held In anticipation ror a long time 
ahead. It meant to the mon. tlhc only 
chance to hear from home, and the 
only chance ,to return home before 
another year elapsed. Smaller ships 
called "sloops," were used for travel- 
ling between the forts on the Bay. 

Now let us consider a few of the 
greatest men, that brought credit to 
the Muds.. 1 Bay Company. One of the 
greatest and one of the earliest of these 
men was Samuel Hcarne. When one. 
thinks of these men, one cannot help 
but admire their pluck and courage, In 
leaving these very out-posts of civiliza- 
tion and exposing themselves to the 
treachery of the natives and to tlw ri- 
gor of the northern winters, so as to 
gain an objective \ybich would be of 
use to the Company, and a credit to 
the Brltlfh race. Thus in November, 
17S0, Samuel Hearne ventured on his 
first attempt to find the Coppermine 
Blver, and If possible, the North West 
pasaage to tho Pacific. Hearne met 
witîi defeat soon after his departure. 
He made a grave mistake in attempt- 
ing such an expedition at the com- 
mencement of the winter season, and 
as his guides deserted bun, he was 
compelled to return to Ms fort, after 
suffering much from want of food and 
fatigue. Tet he was determined to gain 
his objective.
